With reference to my saving telegram 
No.288 of the 26th March concerning Mr. Valkanskas' 
appointment as Representative of the Government of 
Lithuania at Tel Aviv, I enclose a copy of a letter 
from the Foreign Office which explains more precisely 
the present position. You will observe that as 
His Majesty's Government have never given de jure 
recognition to the incorporation of the Baltic States 
in the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics it is not 
desired to restrict the right of any Baltic 
representatives to issue and renew passports, and that 
it would be convenient if you could arrange for 
Mr. Valkanskas to continue to exercise his functions 


as Acting Consul for Lithuania.
